Alice Rouwalk, director of tribal 
operations for the Navajo-area BIA, 
said charges are pending against 
Means, who was placed in federal 
custody after the incident 

Both Stevens and Means reportedly 
received scratches and bruises as a 
result of the confrontation. Stevens* 
shirt also was torn. 

Earlier Wednesday, members of the 
Pro-Dine Voters held a peaceful 
demonstration in Gallup, N.M., 
marching from the city’s shopping 
mall about two miles to the federal 
building. 

“Dine,” pronounced “Di-neh,” 
means “the Navajo people.” 

Representatives of die group were 
not allowed into the federal building, 
but Stevens agreed to meet with them 
in his Window Rock offices in the 
afternoon. 

j “Mr. Stevens acted in good faith,” 
K du walk said. “He felt it would be 
b tter to talk to leaders of the group 
in an effort to remove some of their 
misunderstandings about the role the 
BIA played ” 


No one, she said/believed that the 
meeting would end in violence, even 
though several supporters of Mac¬ 
Donald had to be forcibly removed 
from Stevens* office several weeks ago 
after barging in to protest Stevens* 
behavior during the turmoil. 

Means, a founder of the American 
Indian Movement, is' a Lakota Sioux 
from South Dakota who is married to 
a Navajo and lives in Chinfe. 

Means called a press conference* 
last week in which he threatened to 
place Stevens, a San Carlos Apache, 
under citizen’s arrest if he refused to 
meet with the group. 

But Lenora Fulton, press-informa¬ 
tion officer for the Navajo group, said 
at the beginning of Wednesday’s 
meeting that members wanted to meet 
with Stevens in peace. Later, she said 
that the group also was surprised 
when Means stepped up during the 
meeting and told Stevens he was 
under arrest. 

At the time, Stevens and the 
Navajo group were discussing whether 
the tribal courts could be trusted to 
decide whether the Tribal Council 
acted proper ly in remo ving MacDon¬ 
ald's powers. When Stevens said he 


felt the tribal courts were the best 
Indian courts in the country. Means 
stood up and said, “You’re ridicu¬ 
lous ” 

Then he walked five feet froto his 
chair to Stevens’ desk and told 
Stevens he was*under arrest. When 
Means grabbed his shoulder, Stevens 
stood up and started to protest. The 
two wrestled, with Means bending 
Stevens over as though he were trying 
restrain him. 

Law-enforcement officers from the 
BIA and the tribe, who had been in 
the back of the room and in the 
hallway outside Stevens* office, then 
grabbed Means and, after half a 
minute, forced him to let Stevens go. 

They threw Means to the floor with 
his face pushed up against a steam 
radiator on the wall. 

At that point, members of the 
Pro-Dine group began yelling at the 
police to let Means up, ssying he 
would be peaceful But police refused 
to let him up until he was restrained. 

Then they shoved him ou| of 
Stevens* office into a nearby office, 
where they cuffed his hands bciind 
his back and told him to wait until 
FBI officials came to investigate.

Shortly after the conference 
started, STEVENS excused himself and returned a few minutes 
later. 


STEVENS stated that when he returned to the conference, 
he noticed that RUSSELL MEANS had somehow gained entrance to his 
office and was sitting on the couch directly in front of his 
desk, among the Pro Dinet Group members. 

STEVENS stated that he told RUSSELL MEANS that he would 
not recognize any of his questions during the conference. In 
response to a question, STEVENS stated that he refused to 
recognize MEANS’ question because MEANS was not a Navajo Indian 
and the conference was of Navajo Indian interest only. 

, STEVENS stated that the conference then resumed, and 
approximately five minutes later, MEANS got up from his position 
on the couch and moved to a chair which was located immediately 
to the left of his (STEVENS’) desk. Shortly afterwards, MEANS 
stood up from the chair and said something to STEVENS. STEVENS 
told MEANS that he would not recognize him during the conference, 
and asked MEANS to please leave the room. 


STEVENS stated that MEANS said he would not leave the 
room. STEVENS then asked a police officer to remove MEANS from 
the room. After STEVENS asked the police officer to remove 
MEANS, MEANS immediately walked behind STEVENS' desk and told 
STEVENS he was placing him under citizen's arrest. MEANS told 
STEVENS he was taking him to the U. S. Magistrate in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico. MEANS asked STEVENS if he would come peacefully, and 
STEVENS replied that he absolutely would not.

across and beside of Mr. Stevens’ desk. I stood in the back of the office for the 
news media had taken the rest of the seats.

Indian activist Russell Means is citing 
a new U.S. Supreme Court ruling in 
his bid for dismissal of assault and 
other charges stemming from a con¬ 
frontation last July with a Bureau of 
Indian Affairs official.

The files of the Minneapolis Diyision reveal numerous files 
wherein RUSSELL MEANS is the subject. Several files are CIR - Assault 
investigations, wherein MEANS was the subject and/or the victim, several 
Civil Rights investigations wherein MEANS was the victim and, of course, 
numerous references to MEANS' participation in AIM activities, including 
the 1973 takeover of Wounded Knee on the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation. 
Other references more pertinent to captioned investigation are set out 
below.

Treaty Council at theU.N.. and that the MEANS brothers were involved at the 
Wounded Knee incident in 1973. 
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FBIHQ advised by Bureau airtel, dated 2/13/86, that its .records 
contained 15 main files concerning RUSSELL CHARLES MEANS. These files 
concern Civil Rights investigations, assaults on Federal police officers, 
and local police department requests for FBI Laboratory Division assist¬ 
ance in investigations concerning MEANS. 

A review of FBIHQ ELSUR indices reflect overhears regarding 
MEANS at both New York and Washington Field. 

WFO, by airtel, dated 3/14/86, in addition to the above 
information previously set forth, indicated that a review of WFO general 
indices revealed numerous references, all primarily dealing with the 
occupation of the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) Building in Wash,, D.C. 
in 1972, and the occupation of Wounded Knee, SD, in 1973.

MEANS was a speaker at the Organization of Arab Students Convention in 
Cincinnati, OH, 8/12-16/81* At this conference MEANS spoke on behalf 
of AIM and stated that some of his people have been trained in the middle 
east by AL-FATAH. No further information was available. 


The Alexandria Division, via tel, dated 9/13/85, entitled "LIBYAN 
REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE” reported a number of individuals attended the 
Islamic Conference for 3 days in August, 1985, held in Tripoli, Libya. 

A sensitive Alexandria source advised that RUSSELL MEANS was in attendance 
at this conference. 


The local media, namely. Rapid City Journal, Rapid City, SD, 
has contained numerous articles in the latter part of 1985 and 1986, 
reflecting that MEANS traveled to Nicaragua to aid the "Warriors”. 

In these articles, MEANS, identified as a member of AIM, visited refugee 
camps for the MISURASATA, an acronym that stands for Miskito, Sumo and 
Rama Indian tribes in Costa Rica. MEANS, upon his return from Central 
America, granted numerous interviews and stated his views on the fighting 
that was occurring in Central America. 

MEANS’ opinions on the fighting and his public announcements, 
according to other articles, created an open conflict between himself 
and AIM founder and the Executive Director CLYDE BELLECOURT. BELLECOURT 
was quoted as saying that RUSSELL MEANS had "completely disassociated 
himself" from the AIM when he pledged support for the Central American 
Indians fighting the Sandinista Government in Nicaragua. Further, 
BELLECOURT was quoted as saying, "as of right now, MEANS is no longer 
regarded as a member of the AIM. 11 

As the above information sets forth, the Minneapolis Division 
has documented numerous activities and contacts by RUSSELL MEANS with 
various criteria countries. However, the Minneapolis Division has been 
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unable to develop any current information that MEANS is directly associated 
with any terrorist organization. For this reason the Minneapolis Division 
does not believe that a full investigation can be justified and therefore 
it is placing this matter in a closed status, subject to being reopened 
if additional information is uncovered.
